While It do<-s not make very much Identity, 
difference In the Injury to a p<'raon 
falling from a height. It does make 
a dllTerenre In other things. Take 
a rifle and fire It exactly hortxnn- 
tally, and. If the gun Is sixteen feet 
above the ground, say at New York, 
the bullet fired from aurb a rifle will 
strike the ground In exactly one sec¬ 
ond after It leaves the rifle. If the 
bullet has a hnrisontal velocity of a 
thousand feet per aecond. It will 
strike the earth exactly one thou¬ 
sand feet away. I.et oa lake the 
same rifin tu a place where the force 
of gravity Is not the same as at New 
York, but a good deal amaller, say 
two-lhirds smaller. We find that. If 
the gun la placed atxte«>a feet above 
the ground aa before, and absolutely 
horlxontal. the bullet will aot fall 
the alxli-en feet In one ewond, but 
will take over one and a half see- 
onda to fall, thus enabling the bul¬ 
let to be In the air that length of 
time. Therefore. It will strike the 
ground about 1.600 feet away. Thus 
it in seen that the range of a rifle la 
Increased as It Is taken toward the 
rtiuator. 

Of course, there Is no place on 
earth where the force of gravity Is 
two-thirds smaller than at New 
York, but there are many placea 
where the difference Is considerable 
enough to affeet slightly the range 
of rlilea.—Harper's Weekly.
